But his preliminary training is not 
yet complete, for he must now spend 
a fortnight at police station and police 
court, learning the details of the 

work he has undertaken, and especial- 
ly, how to give evidence clearly and 


concisely in the witness box. How val- | 


uable this latter training is, is proved 


by the admirable manner in which the | 
policeman usually gives his evidence 


in court. 

Our tyro is now, at last, promoted 
to a street duty, with all its demands 
on his courage, judgment and tact. He 
draws hia $ weekly, and has be- 
fore him a vista of increasing pay, 
culminating in a nebulous, but quite 

possible $2,000 a year, or more, when 
he shall be superintendent of a divi- 
sion. But he still seems to be as far 
as ever from realizing his ambition to 
j win the detective fame on which he 
has set his heart, 

He may, if he is unlucky, spend a 
dozen years or more in his policeman’s 
untform, before opportunity comes his 
way; but if he has shown exceptional 
smartness and shrewdness in bringing 
criminals to the dock, his chance will 
‘come sooner or later. In the winter 
months a few men are chosen from 
each division for patrol duty in plain 
clothes, This 1s our man's chance of 
taking the next step. He volunteers 
for the duty, and if the inspector 
thinks sufficiently well of him he will 
find himself among the two or three 
men chosen. He now discards his blue 
clothes, and in civilian attire--or in 
one of a dozen different disguises, as

Six months of this winter patrolling 
is a crucial test for any man. If he 
fails he is sent back to his uniform, 
which he will not discard until he 
draws his last week's pay. If, how- 
ever, he has shown the necessary de- 
tective gifts of ingenuity, resource, 
and pluck, he is ripe for a_ further 
period of probation, chiefly indoors, 
where he studies the wonderful ma- 
chinery of crime detection, and, if at 
the end of this final period of trial, he 
proves satisfactory, he blossoms into 
,a full-blown detective, with the ball of 

promotion at his feet. Detective-ser- 
geant, inspector, chief inspector— 
, these grades of advancement are his 
, successive goals.

Our Frod Prejudices 

Ecclesiastical law is responsible for 
one of the most deeply-rooted of our 
food prejudices. In heathen times the 
races of Northern Europe were ac- 
customed to sacrifice horses to their 
gods, and consume the flesh after- 
wards. When converted to Christian- 
ity, the consumption, as well as the 
sacrifice, of horseflesh was forbidden 
them, Writing to St. Boniface in 726 
Pope Gregory Il. laments that “some 
of the inhabitants of Germany still eat 
horseflesh. This must not be allowed 
in future.” When any of the German 


tribes reverted to idolatry, they cele- 
brated the occasion by a feast of 
horseflesh. Long after the ecclesias- 


tical restriction was withdrawn, horse- 
flesh was barred in Europe, and it ts 
only within comparatively recent Um- 
es that people have been found bold 
enough to eat it. 
Interesting Voicano Eruption 

The great eruption of the Taal Vol- 
cano in the Phillippines early in the 
year 1911 offers several interesting 
features. There have been many re- 
corded eruptions of the volcano, and 
all have been of the explosive type 
without any flow of lava. The violence 
of the eruption force bas reduced all 
to dust and ashes. A huge vapor col- 
umn 20,000 feet bigh and visible 250 
miles off, was a feature of the present 
eruption. For three days previous to 
its occurrence seismic shocks occur- 
red over a wide area.

RURAL SCHOOL TEACHERS 


| A Course of Study for the Preparation 
This has resulted 
directly from the application of science) 


of Teachers of Rural Schools 


Detailed outlines of a norma! course 
for rural school-teachers in nature 
study, elementary agficulture, sani- 
tary science, and applied chemistry 
are contained in a monograph entitled 
“A course of Study for the Prepara- 
tion of Rural School-Teachers,” which 
the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion has just published for free distri- 
bution. The authors are Messrs Fred 
Mutchler and W. J. Craig, of the 
Western Kentucky State Normal 
School. The following paragraphs 
consist of brief excerpts from the 
book: 

“The rural school has not the in- 
fluence that it should have. One of 
the chief reasons lies in the fact that 
the course of study is ill-adapted to 
rural life in all its relations. We are 
united in believing that a school 
should train its pupils for life and its 
work while these pupils are living and 
working. The course of study taught 
in the rural school today {s entirely 
too much like the course that is 
taught in the city schools. The coun- 
try school will not reach the position 
of efficiency that belongs to it until 
a distinctive training is required of 
its teachers. 

“A state normal school should pre- 
pare a large number of teachers to go 
out into the rural communities, there 
to be potent factors in bringing about 
the best rural life. The rural child is 
entitled to a course of study and toa 
course of instruction that will dignify 
and enrich his life and make life for 
him in the rural environment, should 
he choose to remain there not simply 
tolerable, but glorious. It is possible 
and right, and Indeed a duty, to dignify 
rural! life and to save to {t and its In- 
terests the best blood of the country. 

“To prepare teachers who can meet 
this demand, the following course of 
study and training ts proposed: The 
first year is largely given to distinct- 
ively rural problems and interests; the 
two succeeding years turn more to- 
ward general scholarship, in order 
that those taking the ‘entire course 
may be able not only to teach rural 
schools but to enter larger fields of 
usefulness.” 

After indicating the cultural branch- 
es which should be possessed by the 
rural school-teacher, the authors con- 
tinue: 

“It is now quite generally conceded 
that the following subjects are nec- 
essary for the proper training of rural 
school-teachers: Nature study, elem- 
entary principles of practical agricul- 
ture, sanitary science and hygtene, do- 
mestic economy, and practical prine- 
{ples and problems in elementary 
chemistry and physics are applied in 
the study of these subjects. The for- 
mal training of most country boys and 
girls ends with the rural school course. 
A fundamental knowledge of the fore- 
going subjects is certainly a minimum 
to require of the teacher who trains 
them for the lives that they must 
lead.” 

The outlines of the special course 
named are then discussed in detail 
accompanied with detailed outlines of 
he ground to be covered, and the man- 
ner In which the several courses 
should be treated.

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GRAIN ACT MAY 


RELIEF FOR THE FARMERS 


Explanation o! the Provisions of the Measure Now Under 
Consideration at Ottawa---The Chief Problem is 
That of Transportation of Grain 


Ottawa, Ont.—In the Commons, on 
the second reading of the grain act, 
Hou. G. KE. Foster recited the various 
steps which had led up to the intro- 
duction of this legislation. The bill, 
he said, derives its importance from 
the subject from which it deals. It is 
based largely on the result of an in- 
vestigation cominenced in 1906 by a 
commission aamed to report on the 
grain trade of Canada, That com- 
mission traced the progress of wheat 
from the time it was sold by the far- 
mer until it reached its destination 
‘n Europe. 

The commigsion produced a report 
which bad not often been surpassed 
for compactness and clearness. They 
reported against a sample market and 
in favor of strict supervision over 
Eastern elevators in order to insure 
the indentity of the wheat. They 
were against ownership in addition to 
these recommendations. They sug- 
gested a number of amendments to 
the grain act, 

In 1908,°Hon, Mr, Foster said, a 
conference of all the interests con- 


cerned was held at Ottawa before the | 


ninister and the whole matter thresh- 
ed out. As a result the grain and in- 
#; ection act was strengthened 
inclusion of the principle laid down, 
Last year a large deputation came to 
O:tawa and as a result of further con- 
ferences a bill was introduced in the 
Senate and referred by that body to 
a special committee, which heard all 
parties concerned. The bill finally 
passed the Senate. Although an 
avreement was reached on most 
points there still remained some dif- 
ferences.

SINGLE TAX IN ALBERTA

During the first 18 days 
of 1912, England took 250,000 quarters 
of beef from that country, as against 
198,000 for the same period in 1911, 
and 95,000 for 1910.

THE PANAMA CANAL 


r D. Mann Predicts Far-Reaching 

Effect of Canal on Western Canada 

Vancouver, B. C.—In an interview 
here recently Sir Donald Mann said 
“It occurs to me that the opening of 
the Panama canal will exert a more 
profound farreaching effect on the 
development of Western Canada than 
is generally realized. That a large 
traffic will flow westward through the 
gateway to the Coast cities is certain 
It will tend to stimulate their growth 
as distributing centres and wil! bring 
them in touch with a wider area of 
country. Vancouver will be the port 
of import for a very considerable por- 
tion of the Prairie Provinces. Now it 
Is inevitable that this business will 
be -ncouraged by the trans-continental 
railways, which will be in a position 
to handle it, as they are certain to 
carry enormous quantities of export 
grain to Vancouver and other points 
on this coast. i see no reason why the 
surplus wheat crop of all Alberta, the 
Peace River district and at least one 
quarter of Saskatchewan should not 
seek an outlet via the Pacific and the 
Panama canal. If you will look at 
the map you will notice that Battle- 
ford, away up in Northern Saskatche- 
wan, is just about equally distant 
from Port Arthur and Vancouver 
This traffic is bound to increase at a 


rapid rate, especially in view of the 
rapid influx of settlers now in pro- 
gress. Our main line, with its low, 


easy grades, enabling trains of forty 

or fifty cars to be hauled by one en- 

gine in either directions will be in an

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON VI.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
FEB, 11, 1912, 


Text of the Lesson, Luke ii, 40-52 
Memory Verses 46, 47—Golden Text 
Luke ii, 49, R. V.—Commentary Pre 
pared by Rev. D, M. Stearns. 


After the visit of the wise men 
bringing their treasures of cold and 
frinkincense and myrrh, Joseph was 


directed by the Lord’s ange! to take 
the young chfld and his mother and 
flee into Egypt and abide there till 
he should bring them word. It has 
helped me much to notice and to re 
member that before they were sent 
to Egypt, the money was on hand to 
cover their need, and I do firmly be- 
lieve that the Lord provides for all 
that He wants done. The wise men 
presented their gifts to the child, so 
it was the child's money that took 
them all to Egypt and took care of 
them. They need have no anxiety as 
to when to leave Egypt, for the ange 
said that he would b them word, 
and he did (Matt. i, 13-23) We may 
be sure of guidance also if we have 
no will of our own and are wholly sub- 
mitted to God (Ps. xxxii, 8; Isa. xxx, 
21). Note in those verses in Matthew 
the three Scriptures that were fulfil! 
ed, and let us not forget that all things 
which have been written concerning 
Him must be fulfilled. 


Our lesson today begins and ends 
with a statement concerning the 
child's growth both physically and 


in wisdom also. He was a partaker 
of real flesh and blood and grew in 
many respects as other children do, 
but we must always think of Him as 
being specially controlled by the Holy 
Spirit, for what was true of John the 
Baptist must have been true of Him 
also (chapter i, 15). There were three 
annual feasts at Jerusalem, at which 
all males must appear (Ex. xxili, 14 
17), and the passover was the first, 
and this was His first passover It 
seems from I Sam, i, 7-9, that women 
went to these feasts also, and our les- 
son plainly teaches that Mary accom 
panied Joseph. We may not be able 
to say whether at this time He fully 
understood his own identification with 
the feast according to I Cor. v, 7, 
“Christ our passover is sacrifced for 
us,” but my own conviction is that 
He always knew more than many are 
willing to believe. We cannot grasp 
the wondrous statement that all things 
were created by Him and for Him, 
that He created Adam and Eve, pro- 
vided the coats and skins for them 
after they had sinned, walked with 
Enoch, talked with Noah, dined with 
Abraham, instructed Moses about the 
passover and all else: but, though we 
cannot understand, we can believe, 
and through faith we understand. 
There are wonderful things about the 
number twelve and every other num- 
ber which will yet be unfolded to us 


(verse 42). In this case it may have 
been just the age when a boy kept 
his first passover, but we will see 


more when we are known as we are 
known (1 Cor. xiii, 12). 

The feast being over, the people 
started for their homes in every part 
of the land, and probably a great mul- 
titude were together for the first part 
of the journey northward.

The Kreutz Zejtung says that the 
very manner of taking up the arbitra- 
tion treaties indicates that President

American comment on the visit of the 
Duke of Connaught, it adds, shows 
that American statesmen are more in- 
clined to an alliance with Great Bri- 
tain than to a friendship with Ger- 
many. 


MAY KILL SEALS 
Treaty Will Permit Killing Limited 
Number of Seals. 
Washington, D, C.—The law to make 
effective the pelagic sealing treaties 
between the United States, England, 
Russia and Japan probably will not 
absolutely forbid the killing of seals 
for the next fifteen years on the Prib- 
iloff Islands as was first proposed. 
The foreign affairs committee of 
the house will report favorably an 
amendment for the killing to 5,000 
each year for the fist five years, 7,500 
for the next five years and 10,000 for 
tne concluding five years.

He 
certainly knew who He was, and we 
are not surprised that the rabbis were 
astonished at His understanding and 
answers as He sat in their midst, list- 
ening to them and asking them ques 
tions. How He must, even at that 
age, have opened to them the Scrip 
tures. We would like to know whose 
home was honored with His presence 
and who was privileged to care for 
Him those two or three days, but it 
is more important tq lay to heart 
those first words of His as Son of 
Mary, the first recorded words, “I 
must be about My Father's business.”

Contrast the “supposition” of Joseph 
and Mary (verse 44) with the “most 
surely believed" and “certainty” of 
chapter i, 1, 4, and let us have done 
with all supposition and “know” and 
“be fully persuaded” (II Tim. {, 12). 
Though they understood not His say- 
ings, Mary kept them in her heart and 
pondered them (verses 10, 50, 51).
